Shows Large Increase 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(/)—- 
American wallets bulged with an 
average of $62.66 per person in 
coin and currency on October 31, 
the treasury calculated yesterday. 
This was $1.02 more than a 
month ago, and was the highest 
per capita circulation figure in 
history, except for a few days 
during the 1933 banking holiday. 
The treasury said $8,299 ,702,- 
355 worth of money was in circu- 
lation, compared with $8,151,166,- 
196 a month ago, and $7,342,362,- 
637 a year ago. The per capita 
circulation a year ago was $55.84.

It matters 
not how they died, so they died bravely. They 


shall all be reunited, in some new and time- 


less life, where the champions of right. and

Guilty on 44 Counts 

An Atlanta police patrol car reports that 
it chased an alleged liquor car, at a speed of 
90 miles per hour, a distance of 40 miles 
through the city streets, going into every sec- 
tion of the city except one. 

The driver of the suspected car escaped, 
after inflicting minor injuries by hitting a 
man and damaging two other autos. The po- 
lice state that, if the man is captured, he 
will face a total of 57 charges of various na- 
tures. 

One charge is, of course, speeding. Then 
there are 17 counts of running through red 
traffic signals and 26 counts for ignoring stop 
signs. 

The man, however, escaped. But, in the 
meantime, the officers who chased. him are 
available. And, by their confessions, they are 
equally as guilty on 44 of the 57 counts—one 
for speeding, 17 for driving through red traffic 
signals and 26 for ignoring stop signs. 

To stage an automobile race, at 90 miles 
per hour, through the city in the early night 
hours—it was between 8 and 9 o’clock Friday 
night when the affair took place—is a far 
greater crime than illegal purveying of liquor. 
Far better to allow the nefarious rascal to 
go his way, than to imperil the life and safety 
of everyone on the streets in such manner.

The Hope of Greece 

Almost as heartening as the valiant Greek 
stand against the Italians is an obscure little 
item passed along by the cable desks from 
Istanbul. It reported that Russian troops are 
being withdrawn from the Turko-Russian 
border. : 

Had the opposite been true, the Mediter- 
ranean position of Great Britain would have 
looked increasingly darker. As it is, Russia’s 
action is tantamount to freeing Turkey for 
whatever collaboration is advisable to halt Axis 
penetration in the direction of the vital Darda- 
nelles. So long as Russian troops remained 
along thé Russo-Turkish border, Moscow re- 
tained a strict veto power over all Turkish pol- 
icy. That they have now been shifted indi- 
cates strongly that Turkey’s future actions 
have been well charted and that any Axis 
movement through Bulgaria or beyond Salonika 
will meet with Turkey’s vaunted 2,000,000 bayo- 
nets. 

Many things involved in the Near East bear 
examination today. There have been many 
surprises, not the least of which has been the 
masterful employment of tactics by the Greek 
border forces. The Koritza action is simple, 
effective and listed in military Books the world 
over. 
Hannibal and his Carthaginian legions used 
it in another day when then mighty Rome’s 
captains blundered. Ludendorff mastered it 
on the western front. A football coach would 
call it the mousetrap, and Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son’s oft-quoted little adage about the world 
beating a path to the door of the man who 
invents a better mousetrap may yet find recog- 
nition in the field of international power poli- 
tics. The Russian action may be an indication. 

Another surprise is the unexpectedly good 
equipment apparently in the hands—of the 
Grecian troops. Despite the favorable ground 
on which the Greeks fight, by all standards 
Italian equipment if correctly utilized should 
have precluded operation of the Greek tactics 
on the Florina front, as distinct from the Ja- 
nina front, on which Italian troops are being 
cut up in guerilla warfare. We may assume 
that the Greeks have been obtaining, in com- 
plete secrecy, British equipment, and more 
important, supply stores. It is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that the surplus stock of 
rifles sold to Britain by the United States is 
now contributing to the ruddy cheeks of the 
Italian high command. 

Yet another surprise has been the vitality of 
the Greek air force. By all modern standards, 
this corps, listed as a strength of 120 planes, 
should have long since been wiped out. In- 
stead, it is bombing Italian concentrations, 
Italian invasion ports and driving off Italian 
bombers from the principal cities. There may 
be more than rumor to the story that Russia 
has provided a quantity of planes to the Greeks. 
Britain undoubtedly has, and as soon as bases 
are established the RAF itself should be able 
to take up any slack resulting from losses. 

It is too early to see the trend of the Italo- 
Grecian fighting. If the Italian army can be 
kept from spilling out onto the plains below 
the mountain buttresses; if the Greeks can 
obtain a steady flow of supplies and ammuni- 
tion; if casualties can be kept to a minimum; 
if British bombers can destroy Albanian and 
Italian port facilities on the Adriatic; if Gre- 
cian casualties to first line troops can be kept 
to a minimum until replacements are avail- 
able, either Grecian or British; if civilian mo- 
rale can stand under Italian bombings; if all 
these things can be accomplished, then there 
is a chance that the tides of war may turn 
along the borders of Greece. It is a slim 
but the businesslike manner in which the en- 
tire operation is being conducted on the part of 
the Allies give rise to an optimism which may 
be false, but is nevertheless heartening. 

It indeed is no second Norway, and the fact 
that the British have been moving methodi- 
cally and slowly hints that an unexpectedly 
thorough plan of operation has been devised 
among Greece, Britain and Turkey. The next 
few weeks should tell the story.

SABOTAGE AND DEFENSE. 

“Plants in this country turning out munitions 
that may be used against the Nazis are logical 
objectives of German destructive action,” says the 
PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER, which continues: 
“Hitler can’t very well send his bombers to wreck 
them. But agents working here can obtain the 
same results without vexing complications... . 


The Black Tom and other explosions during the 
World War present ample illustrations of this 
technique. There is no reason to believe that the 
present-day saboteurs of the Reich would not 
turn to such methods again, given the chance. 

“All ‘munitions plants require policing of the 
most thorough kind, furnished without delay,’ 
says the LOS ANGELES TIMES, which believes 
the plants also “require protection from asinine 
rulings by the National Labor Relations Board 
interfering with the control of management over 
personnel—it will be remembered that the NLRB 
ordered the reinstatement at the Douglas air- 
craft plant of sit-down strikers, among them an 
alien whose employment was illegal. They also 
require protection from labor-coddling local au- 
thorities who yield to the contention of the 
unions that they have a ‘right’ to picket national 
defense industries.” And the PORTLAND ORE- 
GONIAN declares, “The menace of sabotage to 
defense measures is real. .. . A decentralization 
of industry, a location of units in smaller com- 
munities in the interior, would offer much pro- 
tection against war from within. In the smaller 
towns the newcomer is observed with stronger 
curiosity than in the city. Plants can be better 
guarded. And if sabotage gains entrance its dev- 
astation is restricted.”

DEFENSE. COMMISSION TEMPEST WASHINGTON, Nov. 


10. — The honeymoon 
has ended at the defense commission, as honeymoons will always 
end, in government as in marriage. Fairly well-defined factions 
are visibly taking shape, and disputes on policy are beginning to 
break out between them with increasing frequency. 

For example, an extremely significant and remarkably bitter 
dispute preceded the defense commission’s announcement that 
Donald Nelson, chief procurement officer of the commission, had 
also been named director of small business activities. Since small 
business offers a vast reservoir of productive capacity as yet un- 
tapped by the defense program, and since Nelson, a former Sears- 
Roebuck executive, is both a businessman and a moderate, the an- 
nouncement appeared innocuous enough to the ordinary eye. 


MONTAGUES AND CAPULETS The story of the announce- 

ment begins, however, with 
the introduction into Nelson’s office of two New Dealers, Peter 
Nehemkis, from the Securities and Exchange Commission, and G. L. 
Boothe, from the Federal Reserve Board, who are far from innocu- 
ous in the eyes of certain of the defense commission’s more sus- 
picious conservatives. Nehemkis and Boothe were brought in, 
apparently with indorsements from both New Deal and business 
sources, to study the problem of tying small business into the 
defense program. 

After a good many weeks’ work, Nehemkis and Boothe devised a 
plan, putting the small business problem in the hands of a sub- 
committee of the defense commission. Working with the Federal 
Reserve Banks, this subcommittee was to investigate the capacities 
of small business for defense production, and particularly for sub- 
contracts on primary contracts allocated to large manufacturers. 
It was to induce the large manufacturers to offer the sub-contracts, 
and the small businessmen to accept them. And to effect these 
purposes, it was given certain wide powers. 

The Nehemkis-Boothe plan, embodied in an elaborate report, 
was referred.to the defense commission as a whole. Thereupon 
Commissioner Edward Stettinius moved that the plan be re-exam- 
ined by a new group. Two members of his staff, Blackwell Smith, 
a New York lawyer, and William Batt, of the SKF Company, were 
alarmed by the conference of powers proposed by Nehemkis and 
Boothe. They had persuaded Stettinius to make his motion. Smith 
and Roland Palmedo, of Lehman Brothers, were therefore chosen to 
make the re-examination, along with Nehemkis and Boothe. 

This, little group had hardly met before the fur began to fly. 
Smith, an able lawyer, tends to regard all New Dealers as fiends 
in human form. The New Dealers have something of the same sort 
of suspicion of men like Smith and Batt. Smith, supported by 
Palmedo, declared that the Nehemkis-Boothe plan would usher in 
“another NRA,” and charged that the two authors had written into 
it absolute control over priorities, the most vital of all defense 
commission powers. Nehemkis and Boothe stood their ground, 
accusing Smith’ and Palmedo of “speaking only for big business.” 
They weré backed by Nelson, who told the Smith-Palmedo-Batt 
faction they were “seeing rats under the bed.” 

For a time feeling ran so high that little was accomplished 
except fancy name-calling. In the end, however, a compromise was 
arranged. The Nehemkis-Boothe plan, modified to meet some of 
Smith’s objections, was approved by the commission.

TODAY IN KANSAS CITY Thomas Hardy wrote a poem 
‘@ many years ago which had a 


rather long title. It is called “In the Time of the Breaking Up of 
the Nations.” It begins: ‘“« 


Only .a man harrowing clods

He was right. The man and the fields, the harrowing:of clods, 
the ‘planting of seeds, will go on though dynasties pass. The man 
on the farm still is the backbone of any nation just as the man with 
the rifle still is the backbone of any army. 

The farmer has never had a square deal since the time our 
industrial revolution caught up with and passed him. The tremen- 
dous rush of industry surged on past him and left him caught in the 
vise, trying to sell in the old way, before there was industry with its 
tariffs and protections, and buy in the new way. 

It has taken him a long time to begin his own revolution. He 
was unwilling to begin it. He didn’t understand what had hap- 
pened. It is not a clear thing in the minds of the economists who 
have worked at it, drawn the maps, the charts. 

Today in Kansas City there begins a convention which is signifi- 
cant. It is more significant to rural states than any other conven- 
tion which will be held. It will have no immediate benefits. But 
it is the hope of the future—it and.its inspiration. 


MAN AND THE PROBLEM The Future Farmers of America, 
high school boys and those just 

out of high school, who have studied or are studying in vocational 

agricultural high schools, are in convention at Kansas City. 

They are the delegates of the thousands of chapters of the 
Future Farmers of America from all over America. In no state 
the Union is vocational agriculture progressing so well as in Georgia. 

These boys, the delegates, and those who selected them, have 
chosen farming as a profession. They are proud of being farmers. 
They work at farming as they go to school. They actually do the 
work. Their home work is actual work. Their projects, closely 
checked, are actual, physical projects. 

They will not go “in a slow, silent walk, with an old horse that 
stumbles and nods.” They know the value of mules and of live- 
stock. They know how to co-ordinate it. But they know, too, 
what the tractor and machinery will do. 

The “new-fangled” methods do not seem strange to them. The 
meaning of soil analysis, of soil conservation, of terraces, of sanitary 
rearing of hogs, of chickens; the knowledge of how to repair 
machinery, of how to build feeding pens; of,how to feed out cattle 
and pigs, of how to build feeding floors; of how to care for live- 
stock: of what breeding will do—all these things they know. 

I do not mean to say that here is*a Utopia. But I do mean to 
say that the vocational schools of agriculture are the finest hope of 
the future for an agricultural state. They supplement and com- 
plement the splendid work of the county agent and the 4-H Clubs. 

I do not say that all those who go into them will come out a 
success. I do say that most of them will. And they all regard 
their work, not with despair or distaste, but with enthusiasm and 
pride,

There ought to be one for every high school in rural Georgia. 
There ought to be a vocational school for every city. 

They are not merely for the schools. There is not a one which 
does not hold adult classes: which does not become a part of the 
community through a canning plant and other phases of commu- 
nity work. 

The delegates are interesting. Behind them are the thousands 
of boys who are members of the various chapters. 

Georgia has a farm boy who won from every contestant in the 


southern states and this week speaks in the national FFA speaking 


contest. He is Hanley Vansant, of Douglasville. Alpha Fowler, 
also of Douglasville, after an outstanding record of actual work on 
a farm, is a candidate for the office of national president. 

Guinn Smith, of Whitfield county, operates his mother’s farm 
and goes to school at Valley Point. Myrvin Clark operates a 300- 
acre leased farm and is buying land of his own from the proceeds 
of his work with a varied agriculture. They and Fowler will re- 
ceive the degrees of “American Farmer.” 

Four teachers, whose boys won district honors, are along on the 
trip. They are H. L. Simpson, of Sylvester; W. K. Warren, of 
Harlem; J. L. McMullan, Jefferson, and T. G. Scott, Griffin. Along 
also are H. M. Belcher Jr., president of the Georgia association of 
FFA; Dr. M. D. Collins, state school superintendent, always in- 
terested sf vocational education; M,,D. Mobley, wery able state 
adviser of FFA and director of vocational education, and T. G.

At\ the beginning of our era, when the fashionable resort city 
of Pompeii was buried under volcanic ash (and so well preserved 
that bawdy pictures on bedroom walls seem suspiciously modern), 
there lived in Rome an important citizen named Pliny who wrote 
charming letters to his nephew. 

These letters, which are priceless as footnotes’to history, are 
made doubly fascinating by their intimate revelations of unchang- 
ing human nature. 

Pliny owned a farm and spent a great deal of money to beautify 
it. In one of his letters he-told about employing a certain con- 
tractor to erect a row of marble columns down each side of his 
driveway. 

Visiting the farm to inspect this work, he found the columns 
leaning this way and that. “I made him do the job over,” he wrote. 
And then he added: “Some day that fellow will learn to use a 
plumb line.” 

Go back farther In time, to the ancient city of Ur in the 
Chaldees. Archaeologists, digging in the mound of dust that marks 
the site of ancient glory, came upon a clay tablet whereon a dis- 
tracted mother had confided to some relative her anxiety concern- 
ing her daughter. The girl wasn’t bad; but she was getting out 
of hand, and she had developed the habit of staying out very late 
at night. (Kipling might have written it: “He learned about 
women from Ur.’’) 7 

We forget how old the world is, and how many times it has 
witnessed the same scenes. Because the present is all-important to 
us, we exaggerate its importance in the scheme of the universe. 

The Bible prophecies of coming doom seem to fit this particular 
time, and once more, as in 1918, the good seem to stand at Arma- 
geddon and battle for the Lord in the last great conflict before the 
end. But all of this has seemed true to other generations, in other 
times of war and famine and pestilence, yet each in turn has lived 
to see a brighter day. “Weeping may endure for a night, but joy, 
cometh in the morning.” 

History repeats itself because human nature repeats itself. If 
it is human nature to be evil, it is also human nature to be good. 
And 5,000 years of history bear witness that the good somehow 
triumphs in the end. Whatever evil man may do, God still reigns 
and the sun still rises after the darkness. .

Before this he had been the 
apostle of “appeasement” and non- 
intervention in an alarmed Eu- 
rope, still trying to adjust itself 
from the effects of the World War 

Once, when war seemed immi- 


nent over the acute crisis between 
Germany and Czecho-Slovakia, he 


staved it off at the eleventh hour 
with the historic “Pact of Munich” 
with Adolf Hitler. 

For this he was hailed in Lon- 
don. and throughout most of the 
world as a hero. But his day of 
glory was short-lived. 

Criticism was quickly mixed 
with applause; warlike problems 
were repeatedly presented by Ger- 


many, culminating with the inva-. 


sion of Poland. 
Disillusioned at Last

Finally, on May 10, 1940, he re- | 


signed and Churchill moved into | 
No. 10 Downing Street. Churchill, | 
who held him in affectionate re- 
gard, despite some fundamental 
differences, retained him in his 
cabinet as “lord president of the 
council.” 

But his influence was waning: 
there were demands that he step 
out of the government altogether. 
On top of this he underwent a 
serious operation for an abdominal 
ailment. He returned iv his duties 


par, and on October 3, 1940, re- 
signed—a worn, tired old man, 
but with a stout heart. 

In more peaceful times he was 
perhaps best known for his work 
as chancellor of the exchequer 
and when Stanley Baldwin re- 
tired as prime minister in 1937 
he was regarded as his logical suc- 


cessor. 
Troubled Times. 

Chamberlain took over the re- 
sponsibilities at a time when war 
talk was prevalent in Europe; 
when undeclared war raged be- 
tween Japan and China. Spain 
was torn with a bitter civil war 
in which Germany and Italy had 
intervened, in behalf of the Fas- 
cists. 

Delicate diplomatic incidents, 
involving Britain and her ally, | 
France, rose on several fronts. He 
steadfastly pursued his policy of 
appeasement; sought by every 
means to win the friendship of 
Germany and Italy. As a result, 
Anthony Eden, his foreign secre- 
tary, resigned. 

Lord Halifax took over his port- 
folio but 
became the acting foreign minis- 
ter. 

In the midst of growing tension, 
Germany annexed Austria and 
Hitler continued to scrap. the

NEW YORK CITY, Friday—yYesterday saw the beginning of the 
White House social life for me. The minister from Costa Rica and 
his wife came to call for the first time. An interpreter came from 


the State Department, 


because I am a little 


hesitant about my Spanish and they are a little 


hesitant about their English. 


The minister from Thailand and his wife 


came later, and I-was interested 


their excellent English was acquired 


to find that 
in one 


case by going to school in England, and in the 
other by attending an American missionary 
school. They told me their two little boys are 
going to the Friends school in Washington, and 
while théy had-learned a little English before 
coming to this country, they were finding a 


little difficulty in their American 


school. 


These diplomatic children have to make ad- 
justments to so many different countries and so many different 
languages that I often marvel at their adaptability. When it is done 
successfully, however, it gives them a great advantage over a child 
whose knowledge is limited to one country and one language. 

Four more young people came to tea, and in the evening the 
President and I received some of the people who had worked in 


the women’s division of the Democratic National Committee 


in 


Washington. After that we saw some newsreels which gave ex- 
cerpts from various campaign speeches, and now I hope to have 
seen and heard the last of the campaign. There is work to be done 
for everyone and I hope that we will all settle down to do it. 

Miss Thompson and I took the plane to New York City this 
morning. Mr. Walter O’Keefe drove in from the airport with us to 
tell me about a plan which he wants to carry out, and I was es- 
pecially impresséd by one thing he said: “I have always wanted to 
do something significant for which I received no remuneration. I 
think this plan will accomplish something really worth while, so 
I am prepared to give my services.” It is interesting that nearly all 


of us have that desire when we 


are conscious of ability to con- 


tribute something of value to our neighbors and friends, and the 


opportunity offers itself.

(ground in the old stone grist 
mill) and brown or crude sugar 
and molasses and their products, 
yielding approximately 600 inter- 
national units of vitamin B, 
(thiamin) daily—and of course the 
other essential factors or entities 
of the natural vitamin B complex. 


In England they are now doc- 
toring the white bread in an effort 


to put back some of the vitally es- 
sential nutritive elements removed 
or destroyed in the processes of 
refining and storing and preserv- 
ing flour. They are adding to the 
refined white flour small amounts 
of calcium and thiamin (synthetic 
Bl), and to margarine small 
amounts of pro-vitamin A (syn- 
thetic carotene) which is more or 
less convertible into natural vita- 
min A in the body. They are now 
convinced that this will help to 
maintain the _ strength, health, 
courage and morale of the people 
during the war.

Increase

Anybody with a cold ought to 
be ostracized until she is over it. 
There seems to be no other way of 
inducing a case of the sniffles to 
| stay home and refrain from pass- 
ing the virus along to trusting 
_ friends and unwary acquaintances. 
| For some unfathomable reason, 

it is regarded as the mark of a 
sissy—or perhaps evidence of a 
_lazy streak—to be willing. to stay 
| away from one’s work under those 
| cirsumstances.

I worked in an office once 
| where a highly conscientious and 
ambitious girl insisted on report- 
_ing every day as usual, in spite of 
a particularly violent attack of 
the sniffles. She recovered with- 
out any serious consequences—but 
/ everyone else in the place caught 
| her cold and the efficiency of the 
| entire organization was disrupted. 
| The person who is coming down 
| with a severe cold feels too mis- 
| erable to remember that it’s catch- 
|ing, or to be interested in scien- 
tific research on the subject. But 
‘investigation of this costly malady 
| ~-about 75 per cent of the people 
| average two colds a year, at ap- 
proximately $15 apiece! —shows 
that the virus contained in the 
tiny droplets released to the air in 
| Sneezing and sniffling is a very 
| hardy bug. It may lurk in the 
| air for as many as five hours be- 
fore losing its potency. No won- 
der colds are catching! 
| When colds are going around, 
try to stay out of crowds. That's 
'a hard thing to do, for we're es- 
| sentially gregarious in work and 
| play. But you can certainly avoid 
‘crowds when your business day is 
| over, 

Another good precaution is to 
make sure that the air contains 
sufficient moisture. Most radiators 
have pans of water, but they’re no 
good unless kept filled! If the air 
is dried out, the filtering sys- 
tem in your nasal passages is af- 
fected and you are a more like- 
ly victim for the first cold bug. 

If you are particularly suscep- 
tible to colds, it might be a smart 
idea to step up your vitamin A 
intake—this is the vitamin that 
has to do with the health of the 
membranes of the respiratory 
tract, and it is also an important 
factor in general health. 
food sources of vitamin A are: 
Whole milk, cream, butter, egg 
yolks, green and yellow vege‘.a- 
bles. Anyone susceptible to colds 
who is restricting whole milk, 
cream and butter for weight con- 
trol should by all means use a 
supplementary concentrate, either 
cod lives oil or haliver oil. 

Vitamin C is another leading di- 
etary factor in the maintenance of 
a high level of positive health. 
Your daily menus should include 
at least one citrus fruit—the more, 
the better!—and in addition to the 
cooked vegetable have at least one 
raw vegetable, such as cabbage, 
which is high in C. 

As for the other precautionary 
measures—you need some outdoor 
exercise every day, and enough 
sleep. The more nearly perfect 
your physical condition, the less 
easily you “catch” any germ!
